Five- Year Sentence of Harry 
Baseler Is Commuted by 
President Wilson. 


OFFICIALS ARE SURPRISED 


Informed That Rev. Dr. Gregg 


Went to See Secretary 
W. J. Bryan in Con- 
vict’s Behalf. 


Harry C. Baseler, paying teller, 
who embezzled $15,000 from the 
Third National Bank and was sen- 
tenced June 11, 1913, to serve five 
years in the Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary, is a free man and has been in 
St. Louis 0 days. It was learned 
Thursday that commutation of sentence 
was signed by President Wilson oa 
June & 

Baseler was found by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at the home of his 
father, Henry Baseler, 8605 Mora 
Lane, this morning. His wife and threes 
children are there with him At the 
time of his arrest he ifved at 8616 
Trafford Lane. Both places are in 
extreme northwest section of the 
city. 

He told the reporter he was not 
paroled, but that his sentence had 
been commuted. His civil rights, he 
said, were not ‘restored. 

Wife Mectz Him at Prison. 

When it was known that Baseler was 
to be released Mrs. Baseler went to 
Leavenworth Sunday of last week. She 
went to the prison the following day 
and met her husband when he was 
freed. He is & years old 

Baseler was reluctant to tell what 
influences aided him in obtaining his 
release after serving only one-fifth of 
his sentence. 

“My father and a lot of my friends 
came to my aid,” he said. “I am not 
at liberty to tell who these friends are. 
I understand the attitude of the Third 
National Bank was not hostile to me.” 

Asked whether officials of the bank 
joined in asking that his sentence be 
commuted he repeated that he could 
not tell who aided him. 

“I am looking for a fob and I’m going 
to lve straight,” he said.

A Post-Dispatch reporter at the Fed- 
eral Building consulted records of the 
United States District Court, where 
Baseler was sentenced, but could find no 
record there of a parole or commuta- 
tion of ‘sentence. — 

District Attorney Houts when asked 
about it, said he had not been informed 
Officially of Baseler’s release, his first 
information that a commutation had 
been granted having come from his at- 
torney. 

The usual procedure in obtaining pa- 
roles or commutations is to circulate a 
petition among friends of the person 
serving impri ent and forward it to 

Attormey of the Department 
ot J hington for his ap- 
proval, There an inquiry is started to 
obtain the facts in the case, which 
necessarily calls for the views of the 
District Attorney who handled the case. 
District Attorney Houts said he was not 
asked for any information on the Base- 
ler case. 

Houts said that the Rev. Dr. Gregg, 
a Presbyterian pastor, had interceded 
with him recently in Baseler’s behalf. 
The clergyman declared he was a friend 
of Secretary of State Bryan and was g0- 
ing to Washington to see Bryan in 
Baseler’s behalf. 


Petition Was Rejected. 
A petition asking that Baseler’s sen- 


tence be commuted from five to one 
year, Houts said, had been presented to 
Washington officials some time ago and 
rejected because there was a rule 
against commuting sentences unless the 
prisoner had served a third of his sen- 
tence, or had claimed innocence. Base- 
ler had pleaded guilty. 

Harry Baseler, when asked about the 
matter a second time, told a reporter 
that he understood the Rev. Dr. Gregg 
had gone to see Secretary Bryan in his 
behalf, and that the trip was made 
about a week +before he was released 
He said Dr. Gregg was a friend of the 
Baseler family. He said his brother, A. 
W. Baseler, kookkeeper at the American 
Trust Co., liad led the movement to ob- 
tin » his release. 

WY. Baseler, a bookkeeper at the 
-mertcan Trust Co., the brother of the 
es bezzler, it was léarned, accompanied 
€:arles P. Johnson, attorney for the 
convict, to see Houts to recommend a 
commutation. Houts told them the only 
way he could act would be to make a 
recommendation upon a request from the 
Department of Justice at Washington. 
About a week ago, he said, Johnson 
told him Bassler had been released. H-« 
said Johnson himself appeared surprised. 
Houte said he never had been asked by 
Washington officials to recommend the 
commutation and said that no official 
notice of Baseler’s release had been 
sent to him.

SOUTHAMPTON, England, June 13.— 
Col. Roosevelt suffered from a sharp 
chill today while on the tender taking 
him to the Imperator. It was the firs: 
occasion on which he had felt the chill 
since he left New York and he explained 
that it was merely a recurrence of the 
effects of the jungle fever, which was to 
be expected. 

The Colonel declined assistance and 
crossed the gangway to the liner un- 
aided, but he retired immediately to 
the imperial suite on the Imperator, 
which had been assigned to him and 
his cousin, Philip J. Roosevelt. 

Emphasis was laid by Philip Roose- 
velt on a statement that the Colonel 
was not suffering from any disease »: 
the larynx, but from weaknesé, whicn 
would prevent him from speaking from 
the platforms of trains and similar ex- 
posed places. He said, however, that 
the Colonel expected to fill an engage- 
ment in Pittsburg in July. His great 
desire, however, meantime, was for a 
period of home life at Sagamore Hill. 
during which he could rest his voice 
and forego politics. 

Among the first to greet Col. Roose- 
velt on the tender was Lawrence Ab- 
bott, who told the Colonel he was going 
to interest him in golf, but Col. Roose- 
velt replied that he did not feel like 
tee a pill over a 10-acre lot. 

“I will make just one reference to 
porities. I will not run for Governor 


of New York,” Col. Roosevelt said. 
Col. Roosevelt Says He Has Enjoyed 
His Trip to England. 

LONDON, June 18.—When Col. Roose- 
velt arrived at Waterloo Station today 
to take the regular steamer train for 
Southampton on his return trip to the 
United States a large crowd of friends 
had gathered to bid him farewell. 
Among them were Walter Hines Page, 
the American Ambassador, with the 
staff of the embassy and Admiral Lord 
Charlies Beresford. 

Col. Roosevelt, who had arranged to 
embark on the Imperator, was in a 
cheerful mood. He said to the report- 
ers: 

“Toll the English people I have en- 
jJoyed myself and fully appreciate the 
way I have been treated by everybody. 
I was particularly pleased with the 
courtesy shown me when I addressed 
the Royal Geographical Society.”’ 

As the train steamed out of the sta- 
tion a photograph of Col. Roosevelt and 
Lord Charlies Beresford shaking hands 
was taken. 

Mrs. Nicholas Longworth will remair 
in England another week visiting 
friends. 

Col. Roosevelt is suffering from an 
affection of the larynx as a result of 
his South American expedition. It will 
be necesSary for him to cancel all 
speaking engagements for’ several 


months to come. 


FORGER SHANGHAIS 
SAILOR SUBSTITUTE 
AND FLEES PRISON 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 18.—Peter A. 
Grimes, convicted of forgery in Shang- 
hai, and on his way to San Quentin 
penitentiary, Cal., shanghaied Alfred 
Johanson, a Norwegian sailor in Naga- 
saki, Japan, substituted the sailor for 
himself and escaped, according to infor- 
mation obtained in an investigation by 


federal officers. 

Not until Johansen in a céil at San 
Quentin told his story to a fellow Nor- 
wegian was it discovered that an inno- 
cent man probably was serving the 
three-year term of Grimes. Johansen 
does not speak English. 

“Ashore from my ship at Nagasaki, i 
was in a saloon and drank with three 
men who approached me. After two 
drinks with them I remember nothing 
until I woke up between decks on a 
ship. I tried to explain, but no one un- 
derstood me,” said Johansen through 
an interpreter today. 

Immediate inquiry was set on foot. 
It was found that Grimes, under the 
name of James H. Rodgers, had served 
a term in San Quentin before and was 
released August 10, 1913. Prison offi- 
cials looked at Johansen and then at a 
photograph of Grimes, alias Rodgers. 
There was a resemblance, but it was 
slight. 

When Johansen saw the picture of 
the former convict, he said: 

“That is one of the three men I 
drank with in Nagasaki.”’ 

Johansen arrived here under guard 
on the transport Sheridan. The trans- 
port officials are positive he is the man 
delivered to them at Nagasaki as Peter 
A. Grimes. So far it is not known 
whether Grimes substituted the Nor- 
wegian for himself with the connivance 
of prison guards at Shanghai or druggei 
both and fled. 

“Vhile at San Quentin, Grimes or Rod- 
gers, was private secretary to former 
Warden John BE. Hoyle. He was an ex- 
pert stenographer, debonair and polished 
and made many friends in the prison. 
Hoyle helped him on his release and 
procured work for him on a steamer 
bound for Shanghal. 

In the Orient Grimes started again on 
the same course of reckless adventure 
and financial] trickery which had been 
his record in California. For passing 
fictitious checks he was sentenced in 
the United States Territorial Court of 
Shanghai March 9, 1914. His parents 
are said to live in Pittsburg, Pa., and 
to be wealthy.

IN TWO DAYS AS 
RESULT OF FOG 


NEW YORK, June 18 — Seven larre 


] Steamships have in the last two days 


reported difficulties varying in serious- 
ness from sharp collisions to the com- 
paratively mild accidents of running 
ashore. This wave of accidents, which 
comes a8 a@ sort of aftermath of the 
Empress of Ireland disaster, has been 
due, generally speaking, to fog. 

The first accident reported yesterday 
Was the running aground ofthe hospital 
Ship Maine in the Firth of Lorne, on 
the west coast of Scotland. The ship 
was seriously damaged and her crew 
and passengers, including a large num- 
ber of patients, were removed. On the 
heels of this misadventure came the re- 
port of a collision between the North 
German Lloyd liner, Kaiser Wilhelm II, 
and the Liverpool grain steamer, Ince- 
moer, in the English Channel. 

Wilhelm II, carrying 1000 passengers, 
was forced to retreat to Southampton 
with a huge hole in her side. With a 
badly crumpled bow and forepeak rap- 
idly filling with water, the Incemore 
managed to creep into port. 

The list was augmented early today 
by an accident to the British freight 
steamer Hyndford, which was reported 
ashore in Albay Gulf, near Legaspi, in 
the Philippines, in the path of a ty- 
phoon. Later the steamship Buelow, be- 
longing to the China line of the North 
German-Lloyd, went ashore near Myrta- 
lent, to the west of Portland, England. 

Still another accident was added to 
the list when the Hamburg-American 
collier Etruria and the British coaster 
Copsewood reported a crash in the En- 
glish Channel. The Copsewood was 
badly crippled, but the Etruria escaped 
without serious damage. 


Steamer Kaiser Wilhelm II Is Decked 
After Collision. 

SOUTHAMPTON, June 18.—The Kaiser 
Wilhelm II, of the North German-Lloyd 
line entered the docks here this morn 
ing. Divers tmmediately began to ex- 
amine the hull to ascertain the extent 
of the damagé.suffered below the water 
line in the collision yesterday with the 
British steamer Incemore. 

It was known on the ship’s arrival 
that the liner had a hole in it's star- 
board side. The damage to the upper 
works apparently was only trifling. 

Arrangements were at once made to 
transfer the 1000 passengers to the Im. 
perator, which is to leave Southampton 
for New York today. 

The Captain of the Incemore declined 
to make any statement as to the col- 
lision.

Ship Sprung Leak After Collision, 
Steamer COmpany States. 
BREMEN, June 18.—The North Ger.

“The Kaiser Wilhelm II, was struck 
on the starboard side opposite her third 
group of boilers. She sprang a leak 
which, however, could be kept under 
control.

BY LORIMER BANK 
FOR TRACTION DEAL 


Examiner Says Half of Securities 
Held by Institution Are of 
Doubtful Value. 


METHODS ARE DENOUNCED 


Receivership Petition Alleges 
“Loans” to Young Lorimer 
Were to Evade the Law.

CHICAGO, June 18.—State 


aminer Daniel V. Harkin, 
port today on the suspended La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings Bank, dis- 
closes the bank “‘loaned’’ $1,573,000 to 
companies controlled by William Lori- 
mer and C. B. Munday, president and 
vice-president of the bank, and to thei: 
employes. ? 

Of this amount $890,000 was ‘loaned’ 
to finance the construction of the South- 


ern Traction Co. of Illinois, which has 
a 60-year loop franchise in St. Louis, 
with permission to connect with both 
ends of the free bridge there. Bonds 
of the Southern Traction Co. were the 
only securities obtained for these loans. 
Half of Securities Doubtful. 

Examiner Harkins finds ore than 50 per 
cent of the bank’s total] capital and de- 
posits of $4,730,000 are represented by se- 
curities of doubtful value. He deolined 
to say what steps might be taken to fix 
responsibility or to prosecute the re- 
sponsible persons, saying that a receiver 
could go into the bank’s condition thor- 
oughly enough to decide these questions 

Asked if any criminal proceedings 
would be instituted, Attorney-General 
Lucy said that such action would 
be based upon the record established 
in the receivership proceedings. 

Harkin accompanied State Attorney- 
General Lucey from Springfield, and the 
Attorney-General today made fo>-mal] ap- 
plication in the Circuit Court here for 
a receiver for the bank. Lucey is resist 
ing an application for a receiver filed 
yesterday by D. L.: Tarjan, as a cred- 
itor, 

Lucey’s receivership petition, which 
was filed in the name of State Auditor 
James J. Brady, was taken before Cir- 
cult Judge Windes, who set the hearing 
for tomorrow. Based on Bxaminer Har- 
kin’s report, the petition recites that the 
institution is ‘“‘wholly and irretrievably 
insolvent,” and that the appointment’ 
of a receiver is immediately necessary 
to conserve the remaining assets for the 
benefit of the depositors and creditors. 

Improperly Secured Loans Made. 

Of bonds listed by the bank as worth 
$917,660, the petition declares that only 
$255,385 are of value. Out of §$3,291,1%7 
loans, $1,746,084 are declared to be of no 
value. Cash items listed as $137,255, the 
petition asserts, were found to be only 
$32,098. 

Particular attention was directed ‘uv 
loans made to various Lorimer-Munday 
enterprises which the examiner found 
were largely financed by the La Salle 
Street Bank and to which the petition 
ceclares large loans improperly secured 
were made. 

The petition sets out that Lorimer, 
who occupied a seat in the United 
States Senate when he entered tho 
banking business, and Munday have 
been, since the foundation of the bank, 
ite president and vice-president and 
have exercised the active control and 
management. Further the bill declai+va 
that the securities set forth as of doubt- 
ful value or of no value are largely s-- 
curities of corporations owned or con- 
trolled by Lorimer and Munday or 
either. 

The large amounts loaned to the 
Southern Traction Co., now insolvent, 
the Lorimer & Gallagher Construc- 
tion Co., the Litchfield Mill and Ele- 
vator Co., a Munday concern; C. B. 
Munday & Co. and bonds of the 
Southern Traction Co., and the IIli- 
nols-Louisiana Land Co., are set out 
in the bill as being of doubtful value, 
and large loans to William. Lorimer 
Jr. & Co., and to J. P. Gallagher are 
declared to hawe been made to evade 
the law limiting the am°Cunt which a 
bank may legally loan. 

The bill names all ‘the stockholders 
as parties defendant and asks the 
court to enforce their stock lability, 
and declares that the officers and 
directors of the bank were culpably 
negligent and are therefore liable 
to the depositors and creditors for 
all losses sustained, 

Harkin’s report discloses, for the first 
time, to whom and in what sums the 
bank’s money was given for the South- 
ern Traction project. The $890,000 was 
“loaned” as follows: 

William Lorimer Jr. & Co., $120,000; 
J. P. Gellagher, $100,000; Southern 
Traction Co,, $160,000; Lorimer & Gal- 
lagher Construction Co., $160,000; 
Southern Traction Co., (bonds bought) 
$350,000. 

The William Lorimer Jr. & Co. and the 
J. P. Gallagher Co. offer as security 
bonds of the Southern Traction Co.

TQ RAISE LOAN ON 
VAMPBELL’S WILL 


Medical College Would Obtain 
Immediate Benefit From Be- 
quest of Late Capitalist. 


LEGAL QUESTION RAISED 
Lawyers Are Consulted on Valid- 
ity of Loan Negotiated for an 
Indefinite Period. 


St. Louls University will not wait 
until the death of James Campbell's 
immediate heirs to begin the building of 
the world’s greatest medical college and 
hospital, to which his fortune of $20,- 
000,000 or more, now held in trust, is 
ultimately to go. 

Plans for borrowing a large sum of 
money, to be repaid from the principal 
cf the big bequest, are being consid- 
ered by those in charge of the univer- 
sity’s medical department. One of the 
members of the medical faculty told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that George W. 
Wilson, vice-president of the Mercantile 
Trust Co., which is trustee of the 
estate, was consulted Wednesday 
tegarding this matter, and that he 
promised to get a legal opinion on it. 
No definite step will be taken in this 
matter, it fs believed, until the inven- 
tory showing the approximate value of 
the estate has been filed. 

In negotiating a long-term loan, to be 
repaid from the ‘estate, the university 
management would be imitating the 
financial methods of Campbell, who 
made his fortune by capitalizing the 
future in his land. bond and public 
utility promotions. Such a loan would 
perhaps be without precedent, in that 
no definite time for payment could be 
fixed. The interest, it is believed, could 
be paid from the gifts and tuition fees. 

Assured of Entire Fortune. 

Under the terms of Campbell's will, 
his entire fortune is assured to the uni- 
versity for hospital and medical 
school The time when the instituti>n 
will get it depends on the length of 
life of the two heirs, Mrs. Florence A. 
Campbell and Miss Lois Campbell, and 
the survival or non-survival of possible 
heirs of the young woman. If both 
women die without heirs, the will pr .- 
vides that the estate shall go to the 
university at once, but if they are sur- 
vived by heirs of Lois Campbell, the 
trust is to continue 21 years for the 
benefit of those heirs, after which the 
estate will go to the university. 

As Miss Campbell is not yet 21 years 
old, and m be reasonably expected to 
live to the age of §&, perhaps to the 
age of 8, this might mean that the 
university would not get the estate 
until some time between 1975 and 19%— 
almost too late to be of educational 
benefit to the child of any person now 
living. 

But the medical men on the univer- 
sity faculty do not propose to fold their 
hands and wait for some long distant 
event. They are agreed that the present 
is the time to build a great medica! 
school. 

Dr. Hanau W. Loeb, dean of the 
medical faculty of the university, when 
questioned about the plans, would not 
discuss the suggestion of borrowinz 
money, but said emphatically that the 
upbuilding of the medical department 
would begin at once. 

$550,000 Spent in 11 Years. 

“Now that we are assured of the 
Campbell bequest,”” he said, “we can 
go ahead and raise money for the i:n- 
mediate enlargement and strengthening 
of the school. No matter how long ‘t 
may be before the university receives 
the estate, everyone will xnow that it is 
a certainty, and that very fact will 
help us to get financial support in tha 
meantime. 

Those who give to the St. Louis Uni- 
versity medical department hereafter 
will know that they are giving to an 
institution that is going to endure, and 
that is ultimately going to be the great- 
est in the world. I say this, because 
I know of no medical school that has 
such an endowment as this one will 
have. It will make St. Louis the world’s 
greatest center of medical education. 

‘In the past 1] years, $550,000 has been 
spent in maintaining the St. Louis Uni- 
versity Medical School. Of this $336,000 
was received from students’ tuition fees, 
$131,000 from gifts and other outside 
sources, and the balance was paid by 
the university to keep up the medical 
school. This foresight and public spirit 
have now been rewarded.” 

To Confer With Festus Wade. 

The Rev. Father Bernard Oftting. 
president of the university, said he ex- 
pected to confer with Festus J. Wade, 
president of the Mercantile Trust Co., 
upon Wade's return to the city, and 
that the university directors woull 
probably hold a meeting soon after that 
time 

“The question of negotiating a loan 
to enlarge, maintain and meet the needs 
of our present medical school, under the 
protection of the Campbell will, has n>, 
been discussed formally, and I cannot 
make a positive statement about it,” 
said Father Otting. “If we could ob. 
tain a couple of millions and arrange in 
fo0me way to meet the interest on suc!: 
® loan it would be very, very helpful. 
Many men are interested in our work 
and in medical advancement, who, it 
seems to me, ought to be able to pro- 
vide funds to lay the foundation of a 
school such as Mr. Campbell evidently» 
planned.’’

GETS DIVORGE ON 
SEURET EVIDENCE 


Mrs. William E. Carter and Hus- 
band Became Estrangéd Soon 


After ‘Disaster. 
PHILADELPHIA, June {8.—Mre. Wil- 
liam E. Carter, who, with her .husband 
and two children, survived the Titani- 
disaster, obtained a divorce Monday on 
secret evidence. 

The trouble between the Carters was 
noted shortly after their escape from 
the Titanic in the same boat with Brucs 
Ismay. 

The case was heard in the strictest 
secrecy in Philadelphia, and not even 
the intimate friends of the couple were 
aware of the exact allegations made by 
Mrs. Carter. 

Mrs. Carter is the daughter of W. 
Stewart Polk of Baltimore, a relative 
ef President Polk. Her conquest of 
Philadelphia and Newport society 
caused a furore in social circles short- 
ly after her marriage. She was the first 
woman to drive a four-tn-hand through 
crowded Thames street. 

Carter met her when he was at his 
height as a polo player. The marriage 
took place soon afterward. 

The Carters are miembers of the most 
exclu@ive social set in Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore and Newport. They mdaintaine4 
homes at Bryn Mawr and Newport, 
where they entertained lavishly for 
years. Their entertainments were 
marked by features seldom seen in so- 
ciety.

REFORM FOR OTHER 
MAN, SAYS LODGE 


Senator Tells Harvard Alumni 
Light of Past Must Be Turned 
on Today’s Problems. 


-= $e 


By Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 18.—Exist- 
ing problems, social and governmental, 
“must find their solution through a 
knowledge of the past and a cool judg- 
ment of the present,’ United States 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge told tho 
members of the Harvard Alumni Asso- 
ciation in his address as presiding offi- 
cer at the annual meeting today. Lodge 
said in part: 

“Just now we have with us one of the 
recurrent periods when the world is 
filled with reforms, largely destructive 
and punitive in character, generally of 
that most attractive kind which aims 
at making someone other than ourselves 
virtuous by process of law. 

“There is all about us a widespread 
desire to elevate the moral and materia! 
condition of others. To all such propo- 
sitions the university must give admis- 
sion for purposes of study. The univer- 
sity must look upon them with atten- 
tion and examine them, not merely in 
roseate glow of enthusiastic hope, but 
by the cold, clear light of the past, be- 
fore she decides that they are fit for the 
ordeal of the future and will prove a 
benefit to mankind. 

“The university must not in its eager- 
ness to be in sympathy with the pres. 
ent, which is so evanescent that some 
philosophers deny its existence, forget 
that the future is built upon the past 
and that a house without any founda- 
tions is more untenable even than the 
one which rests upon the shifting sands. 

“Just now, to take a very present 
example, it is the fashion to assail 
the Constitution of the United States. 
Before we overthrow the Constitution 
it is well to understand it, to know 
its principles, to learn its history, to 
determine whether the changes proposed 
represent progress or a return to earlier 
and rejected forms upon which the Con- 
stitution made a great advance. 

“These questions are not to be set- 
tled by wild denunciation of existing 
wrongs, all curable by law under the 
Constitution, if curable at all by Gov- 
ernment action; still less can they be 
settled by appeals to an unknown fu- 
ture. They must find their solution 
through a knowledge of the past and a 
cool judgment of the present.”’

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“STHUERTA'S MEN 
SAY AMERICANS 
ABET A FRAUD 


Mediation Delegates Declare In- 
sistence on Rebel’ Presi- 
dent Is Wrong. 


NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., June 18.— 
Justice Lamar was at work early todsy 
on a reply to the statement issued last 
night by Emilio Rabasa of the Mexican 
delegation, but waited word from Pres- 
ident Wilson and Secretary Bryan 4s 
to whether it should be made public. 

Mr. Rabasa’s statement declared that 
insistence by the United States on 2 
Constitutionalist for provisional presi- 
dent would be “‘tantamount to abet- 
ting and even exacting fraud and vio- 
lence at the elections.’’ 

Statement by Mexicans. 

The statement issued by the Mexican 
delegates outlines the substance of a 
memorandum dated June 12, which the 
Huerta delegates gave to the Ameri- 
ean delegation and to which the latter 
have since replied. The preface of the 
statement explained that - publication 
now because knowledge of the criti- 
cism already had reached representa- 
tives of the press. Continuing, the 


4 statement says: 


“There is no reason for further con- 
cealment of the differences which has 
arisen between the American and Mex- 
ican delegations to which the press has 
already reférred, over the provisional 
government for Mexico, which is at 
present under consideration. The Mex- 
ican delegation adopting a principle ad- 
vanced by the mediating plenipoten- 
tiaries agreed to the designation of pro- 
visional president of a neutral. The 
American delegation submitted its 
plan based on the condition that the 
provisional shall be a Constittuionalist, 
a candidate which the Mexican delega- 
tion flatly rejected of its own accord 
and without even consulting its Gov- 
ernment. To put in writing the rea- 
sons for the rejection, so that they 
might better be studied by the Ameri- 
can delegates, the Mexican delegation 
addressed to them the memorandum 
mentioned, the chief considerations of 
which are the following: 

“In a country unused to electoral 
functions, such as Mexico, and par- 
ticularly in the circumstances and con- 
ditions it would be in once the revolu- 
tion had ceased, a provisional govern- 
ment composed of revolutionaries ana 
with revolutionaires in authority 
throughout the country would turn the 
elections as it wished, the public vote 
would be falsified and the result would 
necessarily be the election of another 
revolutionary. Consequently, when the 
Washington Government insists today 
on the designation of a Constitutionalist 
as a provisional President, it favors 
also from today the imposition of a 
revolutionary President at the elections. 
Such an attitude is bad for both coun- 
tries and for the chief of the revolu- 
tion (who will doubtless also be its 
candidate). Bad for the two countries 
because it will create a national sentt- 
ment of hostility in the Mexican peo- 
ple, when a sympathetic rapproachment 
between them and the United States 
should be atriven: for; bad for Carranza 
and for his party because public opin- 
ion in Mexico, whose susceptibility in 
the matter is well known to them, would 
ever accuse them of having brought 
about the intervention of a. foreign 
nation to enable them to athleve power 
and of wielding an authority submissive 
to a foreign government. 

Government Rules Elections. 

“In the United States, and in some 
European countries, the influence of the 
Government in power on elections is 
slight, if any. In Latin-American coun- 
tries, it is usually decisive, and, product 
of a revolution which believes its right 
to power by conquest, a revolutionary 
government does not hesitate to set 
aside all law to trample on the public 
will. In Mexico in the present circum- 
stances, only a well-balanced govern- 
ment can guarantee electoral freedom, 
so that the rejection of the neutral gov- 
ernment proposed by the mediators is 
tantamount to abetting and even to ex- 
acting fraud and violence at the elec- 
tions. 

‘The American delegation draws an il- 
logical inference when it says that th 
rebel successes show that the nation is 
with them. The Central and Eastern 
states of the republic, which have a to- 
tal population of over 10,000,000 inhab- 
itants, are not under rebel control. Of 
these, Guanajuato, Jalisco, Puebla, Vera 
Crus, Mexico and Oaxaca alone have 
over 7,000,000. But admitting said er- 
roneous inference to be correct, it is no 
argument for the forcible imposition of 
the triumph of the revolutionary candi- 


date, as under a neutral government he | 


would be assured of a certain and hon- 
orable victory. If the nation is with 
Carranza, as the American delegation 
claims it is, the nation will eleet him 
without the necessity of tainting iis tri- 
umph with either fraud or violence or 
the charge of its being the fruit of for- 
eign intervention, accusations, which 
public opinion will always make against 
it. Carranza elected by the nation under 
a neutral provisional government would 
command the respect due to the person 
who incarnates the nation’s will, who as 
elected under a government purposely 
imposed, as thé result of any action of 
the Washington Government, he would 
always be regarded as a traitor. 
Centinuation of Pillage. 

“Tf things are as the American dels. 
gation claims them to be, Carranza is 
certain of his election and in this case 
only a matter of form is béeing discussed 
which is whether he is to be electe 
at elections held by rebel provisional 
government which will exercise violence 
against the people to achieve its end, or 
at elections presided over by a neutral 
government which will carry them out 
honestly. Now the government of 4 
people in the front rank of civilization 
and moral culture cannot assume, for a 
mere matter of form, the responsibility 
of the continuation of the slaughter 
pifage and atrocities which accompany 
the present struggle in Mexico, and 
which a vain effort has been made to 
conceal from the public of the Unite 
States.

ASTROLOGY IS BRANDED 
AS SUPERSTITION BY U. S. 


Department of Agriculture Also 
Declares Neither Moon Nor 


Planets Affect Weather. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—Astrology is 
branded as a superstition by the De- 
partment of Agriculture in its current 
weekly news letter. Discussing the 
question of whether the planets affect 
the weather, the department declared 
‘the belief still to be found in all coun- 
tries that the planets and the moon dt 
affect the weather never had any scien- 
tific basis whatever; it is only a rem- 
nant of the many superstitions, genera- 
ted and fostered by that other greate: 
superstition, astrology.’’ 
The Department’s conclusion on the 
subject says: 
“We have every reason to believe that 
neither the planets nor the moon ca” 
have any appreciable effect on the 
weather, because they furnish so little 
heat, upon which all weather changes 
ultimately depend, and this belief is 
fully supported by weather records.”

FIXING’ REPORT IN 
~-HELDERLE CASE 


Venireman Says He Was Intro- 
duced to Defendant’s Uncle; 
Trial Wasn’t Mentioned. 


A suspicion, now being followed UP 
by the grand jury, of an attempt to 
‘“fix’’ members of the jury panel in the 
trial of Frank Helderle of 2318 South 
Broadway, was taken up in court, 
Thursday, by Attorney Seebert G. Jones 
who is defepding Helderle on a charge 
of feloniously attacking Delia Amend, 
21 years old, of 2011 Penn street. 


Jones announced that he would ask 
the 47 members of the panel, most of 
whom have already been before the 
grand jury, whether any attempt to 
tamper with them had been made. Wil- 
liam G. Helm of 32164 Iowa avenue, an 
employe of a wholesale dry goods firm, 
was the first to make any answer bu 
=e.” ° 


Meets Helderile’s Uncle. 

Helm said that during the noon re- 
cess Wednesday he met in the hallway 
a South Broadway saloon keeper named 
Hoffman, who was a “lodge brother’ 
of his. Hoffman, he said, pointed to 
Helderle and his uncle, Joseph Helderle, 
standing near by, and asked whether 
Helm knew them. Helm sald he dic 
not, and Hoffman, according to Helm, 
called Joseph Helderle over and intro- 
duced him. Helm said Helderle said 
nothing about his nephew’s case, and 
walked away 2 moment later. Hoff- 
man, he said, asked him if he was a 
juror. Helm said Hoffman told hin 
he was on his way to the city hall to 
renew his license, and that .he did not 
explain why he was around the court. 


Report Is Followed Up. 

When the intimation of attempted 
‘‘fixing’’ in the Helderle case came to 
the Circuit Attorney's office, it was fol- 
lowed up at once. Several such reports 
have reached the Circuit Attorney as to 
recent cases, and he considered it time 
for an inquiry. In a number of other 
cases the Circuit Attorney has heard 
that prospective jurors were called by 
telephone and that the names of certain 
friends, who were also friends of per- 
sons on trial, were cited to them. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey said he could 
make no statement as to the develop- 
ments from the questioning of the panel 
by the grand jury, as to the charge of 
attempted “‘fixing.’’ 

The charge was made openty in Judge 
Jones’ division of the Criminal Court 
Wednesday afternoon. by Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney McCullen, after John C. 
Amend Jr., Miss Amend’s brother, had 
been closeted with Circuit Attorney 
Harvey for nearly an hour. 


John C. Amend Jr. told Circuit At- 


torney Harvey that in the lunch hour] 


he entered Joe Mount’s saloon on Mar- 
ket street opposite the Municipal Courts 
Builuing and that while there he over- 
heard a conversation between two men. 
indicating that the jury which wes t»v 
try his sister’s alleged assailant had 
been or would be ‘‘fixed.’’ 

When Harvey heard Amend’s story he 
sent McCullen to the court room. Mce- 
Cullen asked that the 47 members of 
the panel take seats at the front of the 
room. <A little later the six detectives 
entered. Judge Jones continued the 
case to Thursday, pending the Grand 
jury investigation. 

Eight Other Men Accused. 

Helderle comes of a family well 
known and influential in South St. 
Louls. He is a nephew of Joseph Hel- 
derle of the firm of Wacker & Helderle. 
which has the city undertaking contract. 
Joseph Helderle is a friend of John 
Kratz and Charles (Cap) Troll, Repub- 
lican politicians. 

The attack on Miss Amend took place 
Feb. 5, 1918. Eight other men were ac- 
cused along with Frank Helderle. An- 
thony Schlichter was found guilty and 
seritenced to ser years.

Steamer’s Officers Deny It, but 
Man Will Be Called as Wit- 
ness in Inquiry.

Capt. Kendall of the Empress, called 
to the stand, repudiated Golway’s story, 
as did Chief Engineer ‘Sampson. 

Capt. Walsh, marine superintendent 07 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad, owners 
of the Empress, denied that any a't- 
tempts had been made to get Golwe)s 
out of the country. 7

steering gear of the Empress, Lor‘

bility. The city has grown and its service must be commensurate. Mutation of time has wrought : l, RS 
a change in the duties and therefore we have the transition of the Board of Public Improvements 
te the new name, “Board of Public Service.” It is a demand of the century and must be complied 
with. It will be noted that under the old charter the board has but limited powers and its au- 
thority over the members of the several special departments is doubtfully expressed. Its work is 
limited to sewers, streets, water works, parks and the now extinct harbor and wharf department. 
On the other hand the proposed new charter places upon it large duties and responsibilities. 

In section 2 it requires that the President and Directors of Public Utilities and of Streets and 
Sewers SHALL BE ENGINEERS OF TECHNICAL TRAINING, of at least 10 years’ experience. 
This tends to command the service of high-class men. No other men will fit the job. There ig 
no such requirement in the old charter. 

Under section 6, clause A, it is empowered to “exercise supervision and control over the 
aforesaid departments and the heads thereof.”. This one provision fixes responsibility and gives 
it sinews and strength for its work. And clause F puts the engineering and construction work 
of the city under its control as a board instead of scattering the work among the various depart- 
ments. It places the control, supervision and authority with a view to economy and efficiency. 
CLAUSES B AND C PLACE MANY OF THE MINOR DUTIES OF PERMITS NOW A BUR- 
DEN UPON THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY IN THE HANDS OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC SERV- 
ICE, WHERE IT SHOULD BE. The taxpayer and citizen should receive prompt action upon his 
request for service and receive it as a matter of right instead of as a favor through circuitous chan- 
nels. At the same time it will relieve the legislative body of this labor heretofore imposed upon 
them by the old charter. 

Section 7 of this article of the new charter provides for co-operation and is one of the best and 
roost modern ideas contained in the charter. It signifies economy and businesslike operation of 
the various departments. The working out of the provisions for the various departments must be 
treated in a separate analysis. The provisions for the B. P. I in the old charter are in most in- 
stances excellent and have been in every case retained EXCEPT WHERE MODERN ‘NEEDS 
AND IDEAS REQUIRED A CHANGE, as will be shown hereafter.

ST. LOUIS’ PROPOSED CHARTER, 


The voters of St. Louis must ie- 
cide on June 30 whether they wish to 
adopt the very modern charter framed 
by the Board of Freeholders. Of chief 
interest in this plan of government is 
its provision for the initiative, refer. 
endum and recall. 

Five per cent of the voters can insti- 
tute legislation; 7 per cent can submit 
legislation to a referendum vote. 
Twenty per cent of the voters in each 
of two-thirds of the wards can demaad 
a vote upon the recall of an official. 

If this charter is accepted by the p-o- 
ple of St. Louis it will be instructive

r¢ he are persons broadly 


prominent in some special 
field who are but little 
communities. 

“The man of great achievement may 
be scarcely known at all in the par- 
ticular locality in which he lives. A 
national character is frequently he 
whose work is better known than 
himself.” 

The prefacing of the recently is- 
3suéd volume of “Who’s Who in Amer- 
ica” thus calls attention to these 
facts. Then, as if further to prove 
the assertion, the publication includes 
the biographies of 11 St. Louis wom- 
en, some of whose names are familiar 
to the local public but most of whom 
are not. 

Namely, they are: Miss Jane Winn, 
Miss Florence Hayward, Miss Fannie 
Hurst, Mrs. Mary Dillon, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Meriwether, Miss Sara Teasdale, 
Mrs. Philip N. Moore, Mrs. Anna 
Sneed Cairns, Mrs. Leonora M. Lake 
Miss Mary E- Smith and Mrs. Jexsie 
L. Gaynor. 

“Who’s Who” pretends to give the 
desired “pertinent and personal in- 
formation” concerning such individ- 
uals as are better known abroad than 
at home. 

With so many notables to include, 
the best the volume can afford the 
St. Louis contingent is about two 
“sticks” apiece. It behooves St. Louis 
to attend to the matter more 
thoroughly. Therefore I, for my own 
part, shall seek to impart some of the 
information I have or am able to 
gather about each one. 


ODAY let us who fre ignorant learn 
of Mrs. Leonora M. Lake. 

“Who's Who" states, among 
ein things, that she was born Kear- 
ney, in Ireland, County of Cork, 1849. 
That she married Obadiah Read Lake 
in St. Louis, 1890. It distinguishes her 
as a public speaker and sociologist who 
once made an investigation of woman’s 
labor conditions in every state in the 
Union; as the author of the Pennsyl- 
vania State factory law; and as a con- 
tributor to newspapers and magazines 
on social and economic subjects. 

One of the things I didn’t know until 
I arrived at the address, 2354 Albion 
place, and he opened the door, was that 
O. R. Lake, well known in newspaper 
circles as an editor, was the husband 
of such a famous wife. 

And one, of the things “Who's Who” 
doesn’t tell is that Mrs. Lake is capable 
of offering the impromptu caller a gra- 
cieus, open-hearted, motherly welcome 
even on a sultry morning and that be- 
fore 8 o'clock. Such a telling detalii ag 
this fixes a character in one’s memory. 

Also I learned, upon this visit, that her 
eloquence is not confined to the rostrum 
as she began unreservedly to unfold her 
views and a remarkable life history. 

In telling of her work she said: 
“Always a person of large sympa- 
thies, a keen sense of the right and 
wrong of things, and knowing no 
compromise, I found devotion to any 
one cause too narrow a work for me. 
That is, if I lectured upon temper- 
ance, I found only temperance work- 
ers came to hear me. If I worked in 
behalf of suffrage [ found myself 
coming in contact only with suffrage 
advocates. 

“If I spoke in behalf of the rights 
of labor I was likely to have only 


unionized listeners. e

With my observations 
and knowledge gained here of the 
conditions under which women were 
working, I went before a convention 
of the Knights of Labor in Richmond 
in 1386. Not only dtd I get a hearing 
but an office was created for me in 
which I was to investigate conditions 
of woman's labor throughout the 
United States.

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Big Minor League Revolts 
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Against Organized Baseball 
Baltimore May “Jump” 


Three International League Representatives Will Present Ujlti- 
matum to National Commission, Friday, Demanding Recog- 
nition as a Major League—Orioles May Go to Richmond. 


Organized baseball is this week facing the most serious situation | 


it has yet confronted, despite the pooh-poohs of Byron Bancroft John- 
son, president of the American League, who is guaranteed a Salary of 
$25,000 per annum to look on the bright side of things. 


This week Organized Baseball will 
be facing not only the second big 
raid of the Federal League, but will 
be confronted with mutiny within 
its own ranks—that of the Baltimore 
International League club, an im- 
portant cog in one of the most im- 
portant minor leagues. 

The serious nature of the new re- 
volt is evident from the following 
dispatch: 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 18.— 
Jack Dunn has given the Nation- 
al Commission 10 days to lift the 
draft rule from the International 
League and include it among the 
major leagues. Otherwise he 
will transfer his team to Rich- 
mond or sell the players at the 
best pay he can get for them. 

S a member of a committee 
of three from the International 
League, Dunn will appear before 
the governing body of Organized 
Baseball in ew York, on Fri- 
day, and put the case squarely 
up to the commission. He wiil 
tell them the idea of the big 
league baseball has practically 
killed him in this city and that, 
with the Federais playing and 
showing no signs of “bh owing,” 
it will be impossible for him to 
operate here as a minvr league. 


Orioles Threaten to Jump. 


The removal of the draft, mak- 
ing it impossible for him to lose 
any of his stars, he will point 
out as his only salvation. Then, 
unless Ban Johnson and his pals 
want to openly admit defeat at 
the hands of the Feds by having 
the Orioles vacate, and the town 
thus left open to the enemy, they 
will kill the draft and put Dunn 
back in the running. Believing 
that he has the best nine in base- 
ball, outside of the American 
and National aes dag Dunn feels 
he will draw, if the International 
is created into a - third major 
league.

Dunn’s an- 
swer was that the offer be held open 
for 10 days.

is mere conjecture. The most important 
point seems to be that the minors are 
restive under present conditions, paving 
— way for allegiance with the Fed- 
erals. 


Johnson Threatens Jumpers. 


Ban Johnson, in the present crisis, is 
making a noise like an after-the-ban- 
quet speaker. Ban himself once induced 
players to jump, broke up rival leagues’ 
clubs, contributed to the mercenary sen- 
timent of ballplayers by luring them 
with coin and inducing them to forget

Chase is not the only blacklisted player 
who has been welcomed back to the 
fold.
